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Big Circus Is Coining

After two years of effort, 
Harris Walker, well-known Rav 
mond athlete won the right to 
wear a blue Y sweater of tin? 
Brigham Young University 
when he tied for fifth place ir 
the pole Valut in the Rocky 
Mountain Conference final tra k 
meet at Denver, Calorado May 
26. 

Harris vaulted twelve foot 
George Gourley of Pleasant 
Grove, Utah, a team mat 0 of 
Harris, won the event with a 
vault of over thirteen fret. The 
Brigham Young university team 
won the meet by a wide mar¬ 
gin with what was perhaps the 
strongest track team the R.M.- 
C. has ever produced. They scor 
ed 661/fc points against 42 for 
second place/winners. Only twic 
have larger scores than that 
Seen chalked up in the western 
conference, and those were 
times of easier competition 
Colorado University finished 
second. Colorado Aggies third 
Utah University fourth and Pea 
ver Unilversity fifth. Several 
other universities competed. 

In the broad jump, which 
was won with a leap of over 23 
feet, Harris missed winning an 
award by five inches, jumping 
21 7*4- A fifth place in the 
conference meet is necessary for 
nlacing. In dual meets an ath 
lete must win a first, and ir 
state meets a first, second, nr 
third. In two years of compete 
ion. mainlv in the pole vault 
and broad jump, Harris has 
never before won a place, alth¬ 
ough coining within inches 
many times.

WEEKLY LETTER 

SWARM CONTROL 

Bee colonies thr >ugh southern 
Alberta have built up very sti- 
ongly this spring according to 
S. O. Hiilerud, provincial apiar¬ 
ist, owing to a relatively heavy 
spring nectar flow and weeks 
of storm-free weather whhli 
have favoured blood rearing t) 
an unusual exeat. As a result 
colonies are awa.? to a g cd 
start for a successful season. 

There are, however, a liumb.u 
of possible pitfalls ah.ad ar.d 
of these swarming is probably 
the most menacing to success 
Swarm control is in fact consul 
ered the most menacing to suc¬ 
cess Swarm cortrq is in fact 
considered the roost imrortant 
and at the same time difficult 
problem in apiary management. 
The problem is important sirce 
extensive swarming invariably 
restricts and often entirely pro 
hibits the storage of surplus 
Konev and its solution is dif¬ 
ficult to work out because the 
urge to swarm is so deeply 10 t 
ed in and so closely related to 
the whole life of the colony. The 
mysterius force that actually 
causes the old bees of a colon/ 
t n swarm out in .almost march¬ 
ing formation is still somewha 
of a hidden secret yet the main 
cause of swarming we know t > 
be congestion in the brood nesL 

The worker bees may be diviff 
ed into three main groups. (11 
The nurse bees 3 to 12 days ill. 
(2) the house bees or wax work¬ 
ers from 12 to 18 da vs, ard 
the field bees which includ* : !1 
bees over 21 days old. The bees 
which decide when the coloi.y 
is to swarm are supposedly tl c? 
wax workers or the brr* be¬ 
tween the ages of 12 to 18 days 
Now the field bees, whenever 
in the hive, occuny the low »* 
and front part of the combs. If 
owing to unfavourable w cat ho ’ 
or a lack of rectar the fieki 
bees are forced tn remain ’ 
the hilve they, are oft n crowded 
over the cells containing unseal 
ed brood with the result that 


the nurse !>ees are interefed 
with and the house bees or wax 
workers take this as a signal it 
seems to start budding queen 
cells., Once the swarm urge has 
started it is exceedingly diffic¬ 
ult t 0 check; even if the actual 
issuing of the swarm is prevent¬ 
ed the liee^ tend to loaf mors or 
less and the spirit of activity* 
that reigns in a contented hive 
is to a largi* extent lost. 

Congestion, the main cause cf 
swaring, may he due to pco 
combs which arc oi no use t'^ 
the queep^ to a lac 1 of 100m for 
egg laying or h meystoring, tc 
heavy rims of sealed honey a b¬ 
ove the brood which some que¬ 
ens recarcl pp barrirrs and re- 
fuso t 0 as in queen excludes 
iPuged with wax through which 
bee* have difficulty in passim 
or to old drv lountain which 
the bees refuse to work. 

In addition congestion may re 
suit if, as already explained, the 
worker bees an? confined to th" 
hive through unfavourable wen 
ther or lack of nectar which fr< 
quently occurs during the fiis 
part ?f June after rpijng nec 
tar flow is over and before th 
main flow starts. This is ,, c: it 
ical period when the future o 
the colony and th^ amount of 
surplus honey gathered may t< 
a large extent be determined b} 
skillul manipulation. The object 
must be to keep the swarming 
urge from developing s n that a 
spirit of contentment is main¬ 
tained in the hive and the work 
ing bees will be in readims s to 
f; > l ) the field in full force at 
stal l of the main honey flow to¬ 
ward* the end of June. With 
this in jvisw three rules at least 
me observed by the beeman in 
making the early June exaniinat 
ion. (1) Any colony with seven 
frames of brood and ten frames 
o'* boos arc given n second bro¬ 
od chamber, (2) any colony 
with 12 or more frames of brood 
in &M stages in which queen 
coils are found are weakened by 
making increase and. (3) Supers 
are added when the previous 
super given is from one-third 
t n 0112-half full.
